be, Six , Eight, or Ten new Men every Year ; 
and the Fiſhermen's Buſineſs lying where our 
Ships danger lies, makes them know bow the 
Sands ſhift, where the Rocks and Shelves are, 
6. moff able Coafters, and admirable 
Pilots. 


Beſides, by frequent riding out great Storms in 
fmall Buſſes and Doggers, Fiſhermen become ſo fteePd 
and babituaics io Danger,that mm Tempeſts and En- 
gagements they work Wonders: Ard the Fiſh ty- 
zng pon our own Coaſts, the Men we Employ to 
catch them (tho' ovt of his Majeity's pay) will 
be ever at hand, and ſo ready for Service, as t0
